LONDON, June 6.—The Times to- 
day prints the first of a series of ar- 
ticles written by Frederic Sefton Del- 
mer, an Australlan who before the 
war held a lectureship in Berlin uni- 
versity, but was interned at the Ruh- 
leben prison camp until March, 1916, 
Later he was permitted to reside in 
Berlin and recently allowed to come 
to London. 

Professor Delmer in his article ex- 
presses astonishment at the abund- 
ance of food, taxicabs and horses in 
London as compared with those in 
Berlin. “The consumption of food in 
Germany now is reduced to a point 
below which it cannot go without dis- 
aster to public health,” he says. Nev- 
ertheless, the writer adds, the people 
in Germany manage to get along, al-

Last Week Best Since Unrestrict-

LONDON, June 5.—The weekly re 
port of losses of British merchant ves- 
sels in the submarine campaign. wil) 
again show a favorable total when it 
is issued tomorrow. In some respects 
the last week has been the best since 
unrestricted submarine warfare was 
inaugurated. Last Friday wasa blank 
day on the records—that is, no losses 
of British merchantmen occurred. It 
is the first time this has happened for 
a long period. 

British naval people believe the 
improvement is cumulative, and that 
there is not the slightest chance, with 
the improved allied organizations, that 
the Germans ever will repeat their 
performance of the black week when 
nearly sixty boats were sunk. 

The weather continues to favor the 
boats that are fighting the submarines, 
and co-operative operation of tho 
patrons and other anti-submarine 
services is Improving constantly. 
Progress of the technique of the anti- 
submarine campaign includes more 
careful supervision together with 
various vigorous offensive measures 
which it is impossible to detail, 

In the last week there have occurred 
numerous encounters, the result of 
which have been entirely satisfactory 
to the admiralty.

Experiences in 
ub Danger Zone 


A few days ago two interesting let- 
ters were received from Miss Martha 
Moskin, who left Montreal the be- 
ginning of May in charge of thirty 
nurses for Hngland. Her first letter 
was written on board one of the 
hospital ships which brought Injured 
soldiers to Canada an¢ returnea 
with nurses. Nothing of any im- 
portance happened on the journay 
yet in the danger zone one can im- 
igine how very anxious everyone was 
Lifeboat drills were frequent, and 
when an alarm was given every gir! 
made a dash for her lifebelt. For 
several nights everyone slept with 
their clothing and boots on, There 
were ninety nurses, several doctors 
and a number of orderlies on board. 
One morning at 4 o'clock a shrill 


whistle awakened the passengers. 
In a short time every girl had her 
leftbelt on and was on deck, where 


they were informed that this was not 
a danger signal, but on account of 
passing a burning ship. It was thi 
opinion of the captain that this ship 
had been burning for days and would 


soon collapse, and that it had not 
struck « mine, nor had it been tor- 
pedoed. 


Miss Moskin’s second letter was 
written on her way to the Kitchener 
Military Hospital, Brighton, where 
she was going, in charge of fifteen 
nurses, The Kitchener hospital uc- 
commodates 1,700 patients, and al- 
though open but a short time has al- 
ready 1,400 disabled soldiers, Miss 
Nora Moskin arrived in England with 
her nurses on June Ist.

Dried Vegetables 

Russian laborers who are building 
the railroad from Petrograd to Kalo 
the Arctic port on the White Sea, are 
living largely on dried vegetables pre- 
pared in New York, California one 
New Jersey, The evaporated plants 
which are usually run only to dried 
apples, are equally serviceable in the 
preservation of onions, carrots, cab- 
bages and small fruits. 

The principle of removing water 
from vegetables without cooking them 
and without changing their food con- 
tent or physical structure has recently 
been successfully worked out. The wa- 
ter is gradually withdrawn from the 
peeled, sliced or shredded vegetables 
by passing over them expanded air vt 
comparatively low temperatures, The 
water leaves the cell structure with- 
out displacing or breaking ft, and the 
temperature at which the practice ts 
carried on is so low that fhe volatile 
flavors are left behind.

dropped and a certain amount oO. 
damage was done to house property, 
but the damage done naval and mill- 
tary es.nblishments was practically 
negligible. 

“The raiding airplanes were engag- 
ed by gunfire and pursued by alreraft. 
Atter having lost two machines they 
nade off seaward, 

“The casualties so far reported are 
two killed, two danggrously injured, 
and twenty-seven wounded.” 

Ample Warning 

Persons arriving in London from 
the raided area state that ample warn- 
ing of the approach of the raiders 
Was given and that British airmen 
were patrolling before the enemy 
reached the coast. The weather fa- 
vored the invaders, who, flying at a 
great height, tried to penetrate inland 
under cover of small cloud banks. 
They were quickly located and engag- 
ed by airplanes and land hatterter 
whose defense was so effective that 
they penetrated only # tew miles the 
land, and, after* dropping bombs, 
speeded away. 

An eye Witness says that at one of 
the raided places the people were en- 
tertaining wounded soldiers on. tring 
in sailing boats, The shore 
crowded with women and children 

The gunfire of the short batteries 
caused no great excitement at the out- 
set, it beng supposed that they were 
being used In practice. 

Within Range 

But suddenly the enemy planes 
came into full view and arnarently 
within range of the guns. A few min- 
utes later one of them was seen som- 
ersaulting from the clouds, and amid 
a storm of cheering it dropped into 
the sea. 

MK niinber of motorboats and other 
eraft manned by sailors immediately 
began racing toward the plane. The 
pilot, who was in his seat, apparently 
unhurt, was seen struggling to free 
himself from the derelict. When the 
first boat reached the scene, however, 
the pilot had disappeared and is sup: 
posed to have drowned,

Montreal, 1t was in the 
verms; 

“We the members of the Presbyte- 
rian Chureh Association, this day as- 
sembled in the First Presbyterian 
church, Montreal, whilst affirming our 
belief in the spiritual unity of nil be 
Nevers, our cordiality towards our 
brethren of other communions, and 
our willingness for all feasible co- 
operation with them in the interests of 
the kingdom of God, desire to reat- 
firm our conviction that the time has 
not arrived for the discontinuance of 
the Presbyterian chureh in Canada,’ 


Rey, Dr, Scott's amendment added 
these words: 
“Therefore In view of these facts, 


as well as for other reasons, it is here- 

by resolved that our present duty is 

to maintain and continue the Presby- 

terian Church in Canada and to this 

duty we solemnly pledge ourselves.” 
Vete Not Called 

When Rev. Principal Fraser, presi- 
dent of the Presbyterian Theological 
college, who presided, put the motion 
to the convocation, the greater number 
of those in the hall rese in response, 
and the chairman declared the motion 
carried. 

A vote was not called for against 
the motion. When a gentleman near 
the back of the church called the at- 
tention of the chairman and the meet- 
ing to the fact that he had not asked 
those against the resolution to stand 
Rev. Principal Fraser asked: 

“Does any one went the vote tak- 
en against?” there were a few cries 
of “No and the meeting was con- 
tinued, the chairman stating he con- 
sidered such a proceeding unnecessary 
as a majority of tnose present had 
clearly voted in the affirmative. 

Two delegates who were to deliv: 
er addresses at the evening session 
—Commissioner A. Perry, of the R. 
N. W. M. BP. of Regina, and Mr, Jus- 
tice Robson, of Winnipeg—were un- 
able to be present. 

Judge Robson's Views 

‘ A paper sent by Judge Robson was 
read, in which he deprecated the 
movement towards organic union be- 
cause of the absence of the soldier 
vote and the distracted conditions of 
the public mind under war burdens. 
The opponents of the union measure 
only want, Judge Robson set forth, 
that things be left as they are. The 
strife was occasioned, he said, by the 
unionists, 

With regard to the legal aspects of 
the case Judge Robson referred to the 
Free Church case in Scotland, where 
the Lord Chancellor nad the majority 
of the law lords supported the min- 
ority in a weaker case than that of 
the Canadian antr-unionists. The 
Lord Chancellor said, referring to jur- 
isprudence: 

Principles of Decision 

“The principles for decision thus 
propounded have been recognized and 
acted on ever since and it would seem 
that it may be,;laid down that no 
question of the majority of persons 
can affect the question but the origin- 
al purposes of the trust must be the 
guide,” 

Rev. J. 8. Shortt, of Olds, Alta., de- 
clared that if the people of the west 
were allowed to express their opinion 
of the question of church union, with- 
out pressure or undue influence, they 
would be found loyal to a continuance 
of the Presbyterian church, 

Mr. Justice Farrell, Moosomin, 
Sask., declured that the strongest de- 
nomination in Saskatchewan was the 
Presbyterian church and that the 
vote on union registered in that pro- 
vince did not correctsy represent Pres- 
byterian sentiment. In many of the 
Presbyterian churches in his prov- 
ince, he said, many of the adherents 
were men who had joined because 
there was not a church of their own 
particular denomination there, On 
account of the materialism of the west 
money matters made a strong appeal 
and many wanted union because they 
thought it would cost less to support 
thelr churches, Sentiment against 
union was growing rapidly, he as- 
serted,

Rev. G. E. Read Criticizes Ory 
‘‘Canada For Canadians”’ 
In Address, 


MONTREAL, June 6.—The eleventh 
annual meeting of the Congregational 
Union of Canada was opened this eve- 
ning in Calvary Congregational church 
here, Rey, G. Ellery Read, of Sher- 
broke, Que., preaching the union ser- 
vice. The meeting will continue unti 
Friday evening, 

Rev. G. E. Read's subject at to 
night's inaugural services of the meet- 
ing was “The Christian Patriot.” Th: 
true patriot, he said, should feel a pa- 
triotism which embraced the whole 
world. The cry ‘Canada for the Cana- 
dians" had been frequently heard in 
pre-war days, but many today realiar 
that all nations have a common des- 
tiny. He could not understand those 
who said they would rather see 3,000 
slaughtered in the streets of Montreal 
than that 300,000 should go to be but- 


chered in Europe. Those who said

ORY MINISTER 
Io APOLOGIST 
OF HIGH PRICES 


OTTAWA, June 4.—This evening in 
the House of Commons, during the 
consideration of his estimates, Hon, T 
W. Crothers, minister of labor, gave 
the house the results of inquiries 
which have been made into the cost 
of coal and sugar in Canada, He ab- 
solved both the refiners and the coal 
dealers from blame, stating that pre- 
sent prices are due to conditions aris- 
ing out of the war. Mr, Crothers ex- 
pressed the view that a food control- 
ler would not be able to do much to 
bring about a reduction in the price 
of food commodities, : 

He was criticized by George Kyie 
and other Liberal members, who stat- 
ed that the minister had become the 
apologist for those responsible for the 
present high cost of living. Mr. Kyte 
asserted that the language used by 
the minister was not that used by Mr. 
Hoover, the American food dictator, 
who had stated that in most cases the 
high cost of articles of food was due 
to speculation,

Sir Wilfrid’s War Sacrifice. 
From Ottawa Citizen (Southam), 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s loyalty to the 


high ideals of British statesmanship, 
the exalted leadership which he has 
given to Canada in a life devoted to 
the upbuilding of the Canadian na- 
tion, would assure him of an eminent 
place in the great constructive period 
of world history which came to end on 
the fourth day of August, 1914. Sir 
Wilfrid has reached a period of life 
when he can view the later unfolding 
of national politics in Canada’ with 
freedom from political ambition and 
without allowing personal or racial 
bias to rule him. WDuring the three 
years of war Sir Wilfrid has given, in 
public speech and political action, un- 
wavering support to the cause for 
which Canada and the motherlands of 
Great Britain and France, and the 
leaders of the liberal world every- 
where, are in the war. In no single 
public utterance during the last three 
trying years could Sir Wilfrid be 
found weakening, or even querulous, 
on tho side of right in the war, And 
why should he regard fts ultimate 
working out with anything but confid- 
ence?

Before the committee this morning 
Sergt.-Major Robinson, D.C.M., Van- 
couver, presented a resolution on com- 
pulsory legislation based upon claims 
of the comrades of veterans in the 
trenches and the need of reinforce- 
ments, 

The resolution demanded that all 
lepartments of the government service 
ye searched for single men and mar- 
ried men-without children between 
the ages of eighteen and forty-five and 
that they be immediately attested and 
put in training for overseas service, 
thetr places to be filled by competent 

eturned soldiers, where possible, 

The resolution further provides that 
officers and men fit for overseas ser- 
vice, who are now detailed on guard or 
home service, be immediately sent 
wverseas in drafts to fill the gaps of 
he fighting forces, provision being 
nade for men in the Canadian defense 
torces who are physically fit to be dis- 
‘harged and brought under the new 
\rder. Tho resolution also provider 
hat wherever possible the places of 
men of military age employed tn the 
various industries in the country 
should be filled with older men, or 
with women, and that these men be 
taken to supplant the overseas forces 
tt further provides that all allens, en- 
emy or otherwise, be conscripted for 
whatever service the government 
Aeemed fit. The resolution also pro- 
vides that al factories, public utilities 
ond general industries necessary to the 
winning of the war be taken over an@ 
sonducted by the government with 
»dequate compensation to the present 
swners; that all incomes and wealth 
in excess of the holders féeasonable 
needs be placed at the disposal of the 
eavernment, so that the principle may 
be carried out that one citizen shall 
sot give more than another. 

Pension Proposals, 

Capt. MacPherson, of Ottawa, pre- 
<ented the resolution on pénsions 
which was based upon statiatics of the 

sbor department relating to the cost 
if living. The resolution advocated in- 

reased total disability pension from 
2480 to $840 a year; the fixing of a 
»ension to a widow or widowed moth- 
er, without dependents of eighty per 
sent. of the total disability pension; 
the increase of the pension for chil- 
iren of widows from six to twelve dol- 
‘ars a week, and orphan children from 
twelve to twenty dollars a week, the 
yension to continue until the children 
8 years of age. 
Shen. J. Finn, of Prince Albert, ad- 
‘oeated community land settlement in 
srovinees which own their own domain 
with the granting of 160 acres of land 
ind a cash advance of $2,500 at f per 
eent. for twenty years. Individual

REFERENDUM 
IO CALLED FOR 
BY FREE PRESS 


Urges Challenge of Anti-Consorip- 
tionists Should Be Accepted 
Without Delay. 


Winipeg, June 4.—The Manitoba 
Free Press, in a vigorous article which 
will appear tomorrow morning, urges 
the consideration by parliament of the 
possibility of holding at the same time 
a referendum and registration in the 
matter of Compulsory service. The 
Free Press points out that thé anti- 
conscriptionista will maké a great 
grievance of the refusal of this de- 
mand, which is now being pressed, 
and says their challenge should be 
taken up {tf it does not involve delay. 

It proposes that a poll be held ona 
fixed date for a combined registration 
and referendum. Every male over 
twenty would fill ont a registration 
card, and on it would mark “Yes” or 
“No” to the question whether he fay- 
ored compulsory service. Card for 
men of military age would be of a 
special color and these when collected 
would constitute the registration rec- 
ord. In this way, the Free Press 
points out, the yote on compulsory 
service could be obtained frém the 
whole male electorate and also from 
men of military age. The objection 
that this involves open voting is not 
suMcient to offset the advantagés. 
The parliament could extend the vote 
to all adults of both sexes if deeme4 
desirable, Failing this, the nearest 
female relative of each soldier over- 
seas, wife, Mother, daughter or eister, 
should be allowed to vote. 

The Free Press also suggests that 
the penalty for failing to register and 
vote for men of military age should be 
disfranchisement for a term of years, 


ENFORCEMENT OF 
CONSCRIPTION TO 
HAVE PRECEDENCE 


So Says Attorney General Of The 
United States—Heavy 
Bail. 


WASHINGTON, June 4.—-Tha de- 
partment of justice has centered i 
energies upon enforcing the conaecrip 
tion law. Attorney General Gregory 
issued a statement to this effect today 

“All other matters for the time be- 
ing.” he sald, “will be subordinated to 
the enforcement of the conscription 
act. Whenever necéssary the assist- 
ance of federa,! state and local offi- 
clals will be sought, 

“Committing magistrates will 
asked to fix bail as high as may be 
practicable in each case,”
